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It is said that all families 
bearing the name Forbes to- 
day, are descended from 
Alexander of Forbes, who 
was governor of Urquhart 
Castle in 1303. We will not 
enter into the Clan History 
in this newsletter. That is best 
left for the Clan Forbes Soci- 
ety, who does its utmost to 
provide its members with ac- 
curate information about the 
past. Much of that history has 
beeen written by the Clan 
Chiefs and their families. One 
of the downfalls of a person 
searching their roots is to tie 
up with a famous person of 
the same name, and come up 
with connecting informa- 
tion.Indeed the searchers of 
my own tree, tell me that I 
am related to Anne Boleyn, 
on both my maternal and pa- 
ternal sides. That's lovely, 
but I have seen very ornate 
lineage charts hanging on 
walls, and later blank spots 
on those same walls, so I re- 
mind you that without 
proper doumentation, these 
are worthless. And I remind 
you also, that tenants living 
around a manor have often- 
times taken the name of the 
Lord of the Manor. This hap- 
pened in medieval times, as ell 
as during this country's pe- 
riod of slavedom. No less 
man lived outside than inside 
the castle; just a man with a 
different set of circumstances. 


Information gathered from 
sources such as this, from 
censuses and even Bible 
records, are places for you 
to get information needed to 
obtain the necessary docu- 
mentation. 

We must also inform all 
you loyal Scots, that there 
are Irish Forbes as well. 
When a tall, kilted friend of 
mine from Arbroth, Scot- 
land told his son that 
"Grannie was Irish.", I 
thought I might see one of 
those battles the Scots are 
famous for. "Nay, Da, I'ma 
SCOT!", the young man 
said. Be that as it may - The 
Forbes of Castle Forbes, 
County Langford (Earls of 
Granford) settled there in 
1620, from Scotland. How- 
ever, in Connech they may 
be of the Sept of MacFir- 
bish, whose name was An- 
glicised - Forbes. These were 
heritary historians to the 
O'Dowds and had special 
privileges. The most distin- 
guished of them was Donal 
Mac Firbis (1585-1670). A 
Celt is a Celt, for a' that? 
(Sorry, Robbie.)

Joseph Harris Forbes, of 
Annapolis, Md., son of Col. 
George Forbes and Mary 


Eleanor Harris, was born in 
St. Mary's county, MD., De- 
cember 20, 1837, and reared 
from early childhood in Prince 
George county, same State. His 
ealy education was secured to 
him in the schools of his 
county and also in Charlotte 
Hall academy, St. Mary's 
county. In 1856 he entered the 
sophmore class of Princeton 
College, N.J., half advanced 
aand was graduated in 1858. He 
then went to Baltimore, read 
law over a year, and the early 
summer of 1861 at the onset of 
the Confederate war cast in his 
lot with the South by joining 
{Snowden} Andrews' battery 
, the First Maryland Artillery, 
as a private at Fredericksburg, 
Va. He was soon appointed 
quartermaster sergeant and by 
strict and satistactory attention 
to the important duties rose to 
the rank of captain and. assis- 
tant quartermaster, and finally 
received his parole at Appomat- 
tox. On his return homeward 
he was arrested in Washington, 
D.C., as many others were, but 
not long after he was released. 
Desiring to resume the duties 
of civil life he went by way of 
Charles County to his old 
home in St. Mary's, where he 
remained on a farm for about a 
year. Then going to Baltimore, 
he engaged several years in the 
banking business, after which 
he was paying teller in the 
bank of Commerce, Baltimore, 
for five years, and cashier of 
the Citizen's bank at Annapolis 
until it went into liquidation. 


He then held a clerkship in the 
2 
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land office, and later in the 
comptroller's office of the 
State. After this varied expe- 
rience in business life, during 
which he maintained his high 
character, he became succes- 
sively teller ad general book- 
keeper of the farmer's na- 
tional bank of Annapolis and 
president of the Annapolis 
Savings institution, which 
later positions he fills with 
ability. Col. George Forbes, 
the father of Capt. Joseph 
H. Forbes, was also born in 
Maryland, and was a patriotic 
soldier in the War of 1812. 
Henry Marshall Forbes, 
brother of Joseph H., served 
during the entire Confederate 
war as a private in Andrews’ 
battery, First Maryland ar- 
tillery, and died in 1867. 
Captain Forbes was married 
in 1872 to Mrs. Fannie 
Lightfoot Tayloe, daughter 
of the late William H. 
Fowle, of Alexandria, VA., 
and the widow of Capt. 
Bladen T. Tayloe, of Vir- 
ginia. There were two sons in 
the family, George Forbes, 
attorney at law, and Harris 
Lightfoot Forbes."
